The amendment .is now pending 
before the state legislature and was 
introduced by Assemblyman) Edear 
C. Levey of San Francisco throuzh 
the efforts of the Retailers’ Credit 
associution. The bill ds explained | 
iby the association as follows: 

It requires the ,ugband and wife, 
in an action for divorcee, to give 
notice of the action to all creditors 
who have furnished them with nec- 
essaries of life, articles of ipersonal 
adornment or househokd furnishings. 

It sives the merchant an oppor- 
tunity to present his claim for the 
purchase price of such articles and 
requires the husband and wife either 
to approve and acknowledge the 
validity of the Glaim or deny its 
validity under oath. 

It enables the Creditor to

ihe claiin is rejected or not acted 
uron within three days.

It does not work a ‘hardship upon 
the person of small means, as it 1s 
not applicable where the monthly 
allowance amounts to $50 or less, 
or where the lump sum 
less.
